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LONDON, Sept. 15.—(4)—Great 
Britain’s Atlantic fleet maneuvers for 
this year were suspended today by the 
admiralty and the ships were recalled 
to harbor because of “unrest” among 
the personnel as a result of wage cuts 
which are a part of the new govern- 
ment economy program. 

The announcement was made in a 
statement from the admiralty which

lated by Mahatma to 


Round Table Group.

LONDON, Sept. 15.— (#) —Pro- 
claiming himself the representative of 
India’s “dumb and semi-starved mil- 
lions,” Mahatma Gandhi today laid 
before the federal structures commit- 
tee of the round-table conference his 
demand for complete independence 
from Great Britain. 

At the same time he left open the 
door for negotiations along more mud- 
erate lines. 

“If you can show me my claim is 
inimical to the interests of the dumb 
millions, 1 will personally revise it,” 
he said. “I am open to conviction, 
but even so J] shall have to ask my 
principals to consent to that revision.” 

The mahatma, who said not a word 
during the first session of the com- 
mittee yesterday, because Monday is

his day of silence, proclaimed his pro- | 


gram in clear tones, speaking as al- 
ways with measured slowness. He 
made his address, for which he used 
no notes, as he sat hunched in a chair 
at the side of towering Lord Sankey, 
chairman of the committee. 

Gandhi told of a dream which came

“I do not for a moment minimize 
the ability of Britain to hold India in

“We had conferred with each of 
them separately and each of them 
had given us his confidence. We 


therefore continued the investigation 
and the preparation of the cases in 
the hope that any possible conflict 
of interest might be reconciled, to the 
end that we could, with pronpricty.

This, it is claimed, would 
add materially to the price, benefiting 
the grower more than the cost of grad- 
ing and tieing, and that the selling 
cost would be lower. 

The time for marketing would also 
b extended over a period of two 
months or more, instead of four or five 
weeks, and this would also benefit the 
grower substantially. 

For two years the United States 
Tobacco Association has insisted that 
Georgia tobacco be tied, and it is 
claimed that the number of markets 
will be materially reduced, .enabling 
buyers to reduce their expenses and 
add this to the amount paid to the 
growers. Last year the proposed plan 
was vigorously opposed but those ad- 
vocating it now claim that much of 
the opposition has disappeared.

5. “Indifference of Christian na- 
tions to fate of Byzantium, thereby 
allowing the Turk to get a foothold 
in Europe, 1453 A. D. This was also 
a very lucky blunder, for it dispersed 
the Byzantine scholars over Europe 
and brought Greek learning into the 
Renaissance.” In fact I think it was 
not a blunder at all. The harm the 
Turks have done is grossly exag- 
gerated. To my way of thinking the 
Turks are gentlemen and always were. 

6. “Unwillingness of the church to 
placate Luther or compromise with 
him.” There are a hundred million 
Protestants who would not thank you 
if you called this a blunder. 

7. “The error of our grandfathers, 
who taught the natives in their col- 
onies to read and write and think for 
themselves, with the immediate result 
that the white man is being kicked out 
of colonies he once exploited.”

Improved Jacket Team To Pack Scoring | 
Punch, But Defense Will Be Uncertain

That grand old battle song, ‘‘Ramblin’ Wreck,” should re- 
sound over the Flats and rebound from the hillsides this fall 
with a new fervor. 

Georgia Tech is offering a football team which will be 
inspiring in its intensity, quick in execution and difficult to 
stop on attack. 


After two seasons of crawling, fumbling football teams the 


Jackets have wrought the beginnings of a new era. A young, 
strong, light football team is to step out this season, and should 
win at least half its games, perhaps more. 


The Jacket start, with perhaps six sophomores in the open- 
ing line-up, will likely be slow. The team is likely to require 
a game or so to get geared up, to find itself, to work out the 
coherence which comes only with experience. 

Tech should be a strong November team. When the frost gets on 
the pumpkin, the Jackets will put the frost on some teams here and 
there. By that time the Jackets will have found themselves and gained 
the needed experience. 

Georgia Tech reached a peak in 1928 which no team had 
reached since the days of the old-timers back in the early years 
of this century. And, if it were possible to compare them, it 
would probably be found that the 1928 Tech team was the best 
team the south ever had. It had just about everything. 
in 1929 it had the remnants of about everything. In 1930 it had 
a thoroughly disillusioned squad which creaked and stumbled through 
a very poor season, | 

Graduation and changes in the coaching staff brought a new 

lot of men and two new coaches. Jack Cannon, star of the 

1929 Notre Dame line (along with Ted Twomey, now at Geor- 

gia), took over the Jacket forwards in spring practice. Bobby 

Dodd, one of the best backs and probably the finest quarter- 

back the south ever had, took over the backs. 

Ww. A. Alexander, who is by way of becoming one of the grand 
old men of the southern coaching staff, stayed as head coach, as he 
very properly should have stayed. There is no one who could take 
his place with more ‘success, Coach Henry Robinson remained to coach 
the ends.

great deal more than 170 pounds per man.
